“tare” of biles “bagging and ties” at 
thirty pounds per bale, this ruling to 
apply to all states.

A QUARANTINE 


State Beard Orders, and City 
Board Meets To- 
day. 


Unless Atlanta's officials change their 
mind about putting on a quarantine 
against yellow fever infected points, suck 
a quarantine will be declared and in- 
stituted by the state board of health at 
once. 

Mayor Woodward and Health Officer 
J. P. Kennedy were yesterday officially 
notified by President Wilis F. West- 
moreland that unless Atlanta institutes 
and enforces quarantine against points 
infected with yellow fever within twen- 
ty-four hours the state board of health 
will undertake the work at the expense 
of the municipality. 

The Atlanta board of health has al- 
ready acted on this question, having re- 
fused to institute quarantine, and it does 


not appear likely that it wll depart 
from that action and comply with the 
demand of the state board. 

For the purpose of deciding what ac- 
tion it will take with reference to the 
official communications from the. state 
board of health the city board will meet 
ths morning at I! o’clock in the health 
department at the city hall. The former 
action of the city board in declining to 
institute quarantine is generally com- 
mended by citizens, and as statements 
to this effect have been made to mem- 
bers of the board on all sides ft ‘‘s prob- 
able that no action will be taken this 
morning. 

It was learned last night that City At- 
torney Mayson will be asked to. be pres- 
ent during the meeting this morning and 
if he advises tha tthe state board is 
without authority to institute a forcible 
quarantine it may be that the city will 
take steps to prevent its inauguraion. 

Was Advice of Dr. Harris. 

Acting President G. H. Brandon, of 
the city board, who called the meeting 
for this morning, last night said: 

“Tt seems to me that if a quarantine 
be necessary now it was necessary six 
weeks ago. When the epidemic in Louis- 
‘ana began the city board met for the 
purpose of acting. Dr. Harris, secretary 
of the state board; was present. He 


stated that the stegomyia undoubtedly 
existed to some degree here, but that 
it would not be at all necessary for At- 
lanta to quarantine. We acted upon his 
advice. I see no reason for changing 
now that the epidemic is nearing an 
end.’’ 

Several days ago, it will be remem- 
bered, the state board advised quaran- 
tining, which advice-the city did not 
heed. : 

As soon as the Atlanta health board 
had acted, the state board took under 
consideration the matter of preparing to 
institute the quarantine, and pending 
these preparations, which included ar- 
rangements for securing a sufficient num- 
ber of quarantine inspectors and mapping 
out the necessary plans, made no public 
statement. 

These arrangements having been com- 
pleted, President’ Westmoreland and Sec- 
retary H. F. Harris yesterday addressed 
letters to Mayor Woodward and Health 
Officer Kennedy, as Stated, demanding 
that Atlanta put on quarantine within 
twenty-four hours. 

Following is President Westmoreland's 
letter to Mayor Woodward: 

“Atlanta, Ga., September 6, |905.—Hon. 
James G. Woodward, Mayor, Atlanta, Ga. 
—Dear Sir: On September 2 the following 
resolution was passed by the state board 
of health: 

‘Resolved, That the secretary be in- 
structed to notify the Atlanta board of 
health that it is the sense of the state 
board of health that it should at once 
declare and institute quarantine against 
all points infected with yellow fever.’ 

“A copy of this resolution was served 
upon Dr, J, P. Kennedy, health officer. 
You as mayor were also personally and 
officially advised of this action by the 
state board of health. 

“No effort at compliance, so far as the 
state board of Health is advised, has been 
taken by the municipal authorities of At- 
lanta to carry the same into effect. This 


is, therefore, to inform you if Atlanta, 
through its board of health, does not un- 
dertake to institute and enforce quaran- 
tine against points infected with yellow 
fever within twenty-four hours from this 
date, the state board will undertake to 
work at the expense of the municipality. 
Yours very truly, by order of the board, 
“WILLIS F. WESTMORELAND, 
“President.” 
“By the secretary, 
“H F. HARRIS.” 

The letter addressed to Health Officer

Drastic Action May Be Taken 


Dy France 


At Washington Belief is Held That

This. means that tomorrow Atlanta 
will be. quarantined against the yellow 
fever infected points by the state board 
of’ health. ‘ 

‘The state board did not take this action 
until it was fully prepared for.it. The 
three days since the Atlanta board met 
and refused to quarantine have been 
used. in making these preparations, and 
now the state board has at its command 
mady for use as soon as they are called 
on a sufficient number of inspectors to 
carry out the quarantine and has all 
its plans made for putting it into effect 
upon short notice. | 

In ‘discussing the matter at its session 
last Saturday the state board of health 
was unanimous that Atlanta should be 
quarantined. Its members were con- 
vinced, Secretary Harris stated, there 
was no doubt about the fact that yellow 
fever. could spread here, for stegomyta 
mosquitoes have been found in Atlanta, 
and there are now a couple of dozen of 
them in a state of captivity under a glass 
bell jar 
Office, all of them caught in the state 
capitol building. 

It is the purpose of the state board 
to institute a thorough and effective quar- 
antine, but only against those points 
which are infected with yellow fever. The 
quarantine will not affect any point 
within the state, nor for that matter, 
in any other state unless yellow fever 
exists there. 

But inspectors will be put upon every 
line of railroad entering the city, and 
no person recently from an infected point 
will be allowed to enter. 

Mayor Woodward last night said: 

‘TIT have not changed from my position of 
last Sunday. It seems to me that the 
State board is taking action that is not 
wanted by any one. The city has only 
enough money to pay its. legitimate ex- 
penses. BEvery bill madé by the state 
board will have to be collected by the 
courts, if Atlanta is to pay. If the city 
board tomorrow recedes from its posi- 
tion of last Sunday, I shal] assembly the 
general council. to express the desire of 
the people of Atlanta.’’

To thoroughly appreciate the real 
meaning of this editorial it must be 
understood that The Progress is re-| 
garded as the personal newspaper 
representative of Congressman Hard-| 
wick, of the tenth district, whose 
profound activity in behalf of Candl- 
date Smith for governor clearly enti-| 
tles him to rank as one of the Komu-, 
ra’s of the latter’s campaign. 
It will be recalled that Congresman | 
Hardwick introduced the original ne-. 
gro disfranchisement resolution in the | 
general assembly, at which time it | 
received 3 out of 175 votes, among | 
its most active and outspoken oppo-| 
nents being the present candidate 
for governor, Mr. Smith, who is now | 
'

The Progress says: 

“In the first place, let us con- 
sider how little there is in the 
‘charge’ they bring against Hoke 
Smith. Who does not know that 
in the years from 1893 to 1896 
all political parties in the repub- 
lic were earnestly striving to 
catch the negro vote? Who does 
not recal| that right here in Geor- 
gia the democratic party was 
‘fighting its campaigns with hired 
negro orators, and with ‘rope cir- 
culars?? Who does not remember 
that the populist party was like- 
wise using negro orators in its 
campaigns and seating negro del- 
egates in its county and state 
conventions? Who disputes the 
fact that during this entire pe- 
riod all political parties and poll- 
ticlans everywhere were stirring 
to vote tha negro vote by the lib-. 
eral use of money and the still 
more liberal use of whisky? 
What party or what public man 
can stand up and assert that its 
skirts are free, or his’ record 
pure, of such contamination? The 
Very fact that this was the uni- 
versal condition of affairs when 
our white people were divided is 
the strongest and most potent 
argument that can be advanced 
for the removal of this tempta- 
tion now, while our people are 
united. It can never be done 
while they are divided. It ought 
to be done at once in the inter- 
est of the white men, women and 
children of the state. It ought to 
be done at once in the true in- 
terest of the negro himself, who 
is always injured and never im- 
proved, whenever he willingly 
participates In politics, or Is drag- 
ged into them by designing poll- 
ticians who desire to use his 
vote. 

“if Bishop Turner were right 
and Mr. Smith has made the ap- 
pointments he alleges, what does 
it all amount to except the charge 
that Mr. Smith was human just 
like the rest of us, and yielded 
somewhat.to a temptation that no 
party or public man in this state 
was then big enough or strong 
enough to entirely withstand?

Russia Threatens Perfidy. 

In his report to his sovereign Chief 
Plenipotentiary Witte declared: “Rus- 
sia remains in the Far Bast the great 
power which it has hitherto been and 
will be forever.” The Novoe Vremya, 
St. Petersburg’s most powerful news- 
paper, echoes the same sentiment, 
but goes further and says: “The 
nation will take a rest and then 
travel again.” 

If this voices the governmental 
be no doubt that it does—the present 
peace treaty is a patched up peace, 
if Russia proposes to do her future 
“traveling” Manchurlaward. That 
Russia is not sensitive about such 
a moral quality as breach of faith 
was/‘pretty thoroughly evidenced by 
the duplicity and perfidy on her part 

at caused the present war, and now 
we are boldly promised a repetition 
of the breach of faith that sought to 
make a Russian province of Manchu- 
ria and Korea. Russia will “rest,” 
torsooth, and after the rest has been 
fruitful of a new armament and a 
new plan of campaign, the Russo 
Japanese war will be fought over 
again. 

This was what Japan feared and 
explains why the disposition of the 
Japanese was to cripple their giant 
antagonist as much as possible by 
making the conditions of peace finan- 
cially onerous. ‘ Of course, the semi- 
official utterance of the St. Peters- 
burg paper may be dismissed as bom- 
bast and braggadocio, but it has a 
deal of historical precedent behind 
it. Ever since the day of Peter the 
Great the Muscovite empire has had 
a definite, deterggined policy of terri- 
toria] expansion, having as its para- 
mount commercial object the con- 
quest and development of an ice-free 
port in the Pacific. The Chino-Japa- 
nese war furnished the opportunity 
awaited by generations of Russian 
statecraft. Among all the great 
world powers, no barrier was inter- 
posed to stop the aggression against 
China. Little Japan alone, hardly 
emerged from what the _ superior 
western world regards as “heathen 
barbarism,” remaiped to say to Rus- 
sia: “Thou shalt not!” 

And now, according to the St. Pe- 
tersburg Novoe Vremya, Japanese 
magnanimity in waiving an indemnity 
for the sake of peace, when a con- 
tinuation of the war would doubtless 
have brought Russia to her knees 
suing for peace and probably resulted 
in the disruption of the empire by 
internal revolutian, is to be requited 
with further and a worse perfidy 
after Russia has rebuilt her navy, re- 
organized and equipped her army and 
double-tracked the Trans-Siberian 
railway to Viadivostok. 

The Japanese may have a guar- 
antee against danger from such per- 
fidy in the new secret alliance made 
with Great Britain, as was recently 
intimated by a prominegt Japanese 
diplomatist,-and it goes without say- 
strength of Japan will keep pace with 
ing that the naval and military 
Russian improvement in that regard;

CHAIN OF PARKS FOR ATLANTA 
PLAN OF CHAMBER COMMERCE 


GENBRAL system or chain of 

parks throughout all Atlanta is a 

new project taken up by the At- 
lanta chamber of cummerce, having its 
origin in resolutions adopted by the di- 
rections of that organization on yester- 
day. 

The matter was brougit up by the 
secretary, who mentioned the movement 
started in the interest of Howeil park 
and referred to the general interest in a 
system which would cover the whole 
city. 

The directors evinced @ lively interest 
in the subject and there was a general 
discussion participated in by President 
Maddox, J. Wylie Pope, R. L. Foreman 
and David Woodward, who expressed the 
opinion that this was the most important 
matter that had been brought to the at- 
tention of the public for some time. 

The resolutions as adopted by the di- 
rectors upon the motion of David Wood- 
ward, are as follows: 

“Whereas, Atlanta’s greatness in in- 
dustry, commerce, education and moral 
force is not equaled by her progress in 
art; and, 

“Whereas, Our prosperous people can 
well afford to provide for themselves 
and those who come after them a home 
where beauty dwells with a commerce 
and art with industry; and 

‘Whereas, These progressive people 
are entitled to live under the best con- 
ditions that sanitary sclence can devise, 
co the end that they may enjoy the full 


benefit of an exhilarating climate; and 
“Whereas, An adequate system of 
arks, suburban, centra] and residential 
& all parts of the city, providing an 
abundance of verdure and shade, and an 
ample supply of water to keep down the 
dust, clean the streets and flush the 
sewers, are essentia) factors in the prob- 
lem of health, while they add to the 
heauty and attractiveness of the city; 
and 
“Whereas, The federal government is 
soon to erect a million dollar postoffice 
on ground covering an entire block, and 
most of the important public buildings 
of the city are yet to be erected, and it 
is essential to the beautification of At- 
lanta that there shall be a genera! plan 
of parks and public improvements, so 
thet the construction of the coming 
years shall harmonize in impressive

“Whereas, Real estate is steadily en- 
hancing in value in every part of the 
city and suburbs and every year’s delay 
will make it more difficult to provide a 
park system for the city, and it is es- 
sential that a beginning should be made 
at once; therefore be it 

“Resolved, by the directors of the At- 
lanta chamber of commerce, That the 
time is ripe for the city authorities to 
take steps for the beautification of At- 
lanta and we respectfully suggest to the 
park board, the mayor and general coun- 
cil that they engage the services of the 
most eminent men in the country for 
the purpose of laying out a system of 
parks and public places adequate to the 
needs of a great and growing city with 
an eye to future growth and enlarge- 
ment.’*

Jones county is going to have perhaps

Allams Asks Commutation. 

Attorney L. M. Palmer, of Newnan, 
called at the office of the prison com- 
mission yesterday and at his request the 
commission agreed to grant a hearing on 
Friday in the case of F. M. Allams, 
alias Charles W. Vining, who is sen- 
tenced to be hanged on Friday, Septem- 
ber 15, for the murder of his wife. Vin- 
ing, as that is his real name, shot his 
wife to death with a shotgun about six 
months ago in a fit of jealous rage. 
The crime was peculiarly atrocious one, 
and The community in which it took 
place was highly outraged. Allams was 
brought to the Fulton cdwnty jail at 
one time to avoid any possible danger 
of mob violence. 

The supreme court has refused to grant 
him a new trial and the application for 
commutation to life imprisonment, which 
will be heard Friday, is based wholly 
on the claim that Vining is crazy. It has 
been shown, and this fact was also in 
evidence at the trial, that Vining escaped 
several years ago from the state lunatic 


and all trace of him was lost until he 
committed this murder. He was tried 
and convicted under the name of Al- 
lams, and it was only recently that his 
true name was discovered to be Vin- 
ing. He has a sister, Mrs. Cassie Hen- 
ley, living at Clanton, Ala., who has 
been in Atlanta, and urged the commis- 
sion to grant clemency in her brother’s 
case,

New York, September 6.—The cotton 
market was nervous and irregular but 
recovered from an early decline and clos- 
ed at a net advance of 2@4 points. Sales 
were estimated at 350,000 bales. The 
opening was at an advance of 2@5 points 
on fall end winter months, which were 
influenced by somewhat better cabies 
than expected, while the spring months 
were 2 to 3 points lower under a contin- 
vance of the liquidation inspired by yes- 
terday’s crop report, and during the ear- 
ly session the whole list ruled weak with 
prices selling off to the lowest point oi 
yesterday. At the net decline of 6 to 9 
points, demand improved, owing to profit 
taking by smaller shorts and around 
midday the market was some 5 to 6 
points over last night's finals. There was 
some irregularity later, but prices did 
not go much below yesterday’s closing, 
and in the late trading the market was 
influenced by bullish reports from 
convention of southern growers at Ashe- 
ville. The cfoSe was steady and within 2 
or 3 points of the best. Early reports 
from Asheville stated that sentimensé 
among the delegates favored !0c as the 
miniumum selling price of the new crop, 
but later advices reported that the price 
would -probably be placed nearer Iie 
than !0 cents.
